SUPREME COURT 
Judgment Delivered in the Pill 
Case—Templeton Vérsus Wallace 

This action, knowo as the Pill cast 
or Simpson's Pill case, was br yucht 
by J. G. Templeton of Calgary, drug 
gist, proprietor of Simpson's Kidney 
Pills, against Chas, A. Wallace, drug 
gist, also of Calgary, for an injun 
tion to restrain the defendant from 
selling or offering for sale kidney 
pills having the word Simpson's as 
part of the name on the label.. The 
plaintiff was the registered owner 
of a trade mark for Simpson's Kid- 
ney Pills” and claimed that ‘he use 
of the word “Simpson's” in connexion 
with kidney pills sold by defendant 
was an infringement of his trade 
mark. The case occupied = several 
days and a large number of witness- 
es were examined, Mr. Justice Scott, 
before whom the case was tried, 
in December last reserved judgment 
until yesterday, when he gave a 
written judgment holding that the 
plaintiff's contention was correct and 
that defendant had been guilty of an 

infringement of plainunms trade 
mark. He therefore gave judgment 
in favor of the plaintiff, granting 
him the injunction with cost of toc 
action. No damages were awarded

winter we have had far less 
snow than they have had in Eng 
land, while other winters have given 
an unpleasent prominence to what | 
are in reality the most enjoyable 
nena of a Canadian winter 
We ourselves are to a very Jaree 
extent also to blame. Our usual 
Canadian pictures and photographs 
are descriptive of er scenes and 
no others. Everything must abound 
in snow to be truly Canadian, To 
us, who understand the enjoyment of 
a Canadian winter with its associa 
tions of costume, sports and ot- 
dcor enjoyments, this is a natural 
temptation but the effect which the 
pictures create in the minds of peo 
ple totally unaccustomed to such con- 
ditions is altogether misleading. If 
we wish our portrait taken, we don 
all the furs we own, and arrange 
for a background of winter, and pos- 
sibly a fall of snow. This conveys 
to the mind of the average Britisher 
suggestions of rheamatism, catarrh 
and coughs. Imagine 4n English 
winter portrait, where the sitter ts 
attired in his dressing gown, with 
his feet in hot water, a bottle of 
mixture at bis elbow, and a 
lece of tallow in hand to rub on 
is inflamed nostrils. This may 
seem an exaggeration but it ia quite 
as justifiable as the lugubrious pie- 
tures which we send home to our 
friends. 

Then again the British public 
make this mistake about the cold 
of a Canadian winter. They argue 
like a rule of three sum, they #ay, 
“If 56 degrees of frost creates such 
great discomfort as we experience, 
then thirty degrees of frost creates 
six times as much discomfort.” The 
logic of this is conspicuous -by Ks 
aleence, As a matter of fact known 
to all Britishers in Canada, and all 
of Canadian birth who have visited 
the old land, » temperature at or 
near freezing point in Great Britain 
is far, far more uncomfortable and 
unhealthy than a temperature in 
Canada at or near zero, The former 
creates a sense of misery, it cute to 
the very marrow of the hones, the 
other is bracing, exhilarating, heal- 
thy and even « Nurses here 
take babies in arms for dally airing 
even when the glass falls below zero, 
and our Children sport on the ioe, 
and roll in the snow like kittens at 
play on the coldest days of our 


winter, Winter in England means 
slush, half-frozen sloppy snow, in 
Canada it means powdery snow, 


without damp, hard roads for sleigh- 
ing and ice arenas which attract 
crowds of skaters, of both sexes, and 
all ages, and hockey players whose 
games attract thousands of specta- 
tors in our rinks and on open water 
epaces 
There are hundreds of persons in 
Alberta today who were compelled 
to leave England to escape early 
death from bronchitis and catarrh, 
and who have lived here for many 
years without being once laid up by 


cold. There are of course excep 
tions to the general rule, but sub 
ject to these an average winter's

TERRITORIAL INSRCTS 


Farmers’ Meeting to be Held at in- 
nisfail to Compare Notes 


There will be a meeting of Terri- 
torial farmers at the Agricultural 
hall, Innisfail, Alberta, on Wednes- 
day, April 4th, 1900, at 3 p.m for the 
purpose of exchanging experiences 
concerning the Insects that have been 
troublesome in the Territories in 
1899. By invitation of the Innisfatt 
Agricultural soctety the president of 
the North West Entomological so- 
clety will address the meeting on 
pernicious Insects 

Agriculturalists are beginning to 
realize that the crop” interests are 
quite as seriously threatened by for- 
eign insect peste as by native ones 
The lat of imported insects is quite 
a long one already, and in it we 
find the Hessian fly, the common 
cabbage worm, most of the danger- 
ous scale insects, and most of - the 
granary, household and green house 
pests. The general trend of insect 
migration, as well as of weet inj). 
gration, ‘a Saad has always been, 
from-the east to West, and with the 
increasing trade relations with Weat- 
ern nations injurious insects are l- 
able to be introduced also from the 
West 

Insect migration comes in many 
ways, either as unnoticed passengers 
in crevices in vessels or their natur- 
al food, such as nursery stock, fruits, 
clothes, lumber or domestic animals 
Of this class our scale insects, egKs 
of plant lice, and the eggs and 
larvae of many other insects Or 
insects come in packing substances 
used to surround merehandise, such 
as straw or glass All of the grass 
stem maggots common to Europe 
and North America have probably 
reached us by this method, in- 
cluding the Hessian fly, the wheat- 
midge and wheat stem saWfly it 
is therefore hoped that the farmers’ 
meeting about to be held at Innis- 
fail will show how far we in the 
North West are yet free from these 
pests, and by farmers thus keeping 
in touch with each other any new 
insect in any locality can at once 
‘be dealt with and = steps taken (te 
keep it under control before it: be- 
comes established, and it would be 
very desirable if every farmer 
would before the date of the meet- 
ing send to the secretary of the 
North West Entomological  soctety 
at Waghorn, an account of all in- 
sects that may have troubled him 
last year in his own particular dis- 
trict
